The Bondholders Well Bcproaented In 


tbe United States SeBBte. 


EDITOB JOURNAL: The champions of 


the bondholders in the United States 
senate are making themselves appear 
ridiculous by casting slurs on the 
legal tenders. Senator Nelson of Min- 
nesota in bis plea for bonds made tbe 
following attack on the greenbacks: 


"Of all the loans made during tbe 


Civil war the forced loan covered by 
the greenbacks was the moat expensive. 


tie proposed issue of legal tender 


n-ites was not called for by any lack of 
oiuney in circulation as the per capita 
circulation was uow higher than at any 
time since 1892 and only eleven cents 
lower than it was then. He felt ths,t 
the notes if issued would be nn added 
menace to the Treasury." 


If Senator Nelson hud carefully ob- 


served financial events during the Civil 
war, 
he would never have made the 


foregoing attack on tbe greenbacks. 
En the first place it would have been a 
financial impossibility to have success- 
fully prosecuted the Civil war with 
ooin. On July 7th, 1861, the 
total 


amount of coin in circulation in the 
Ouited States was $246,400,000. A few 
reverses on tbe battlefield caused all 
tiis specie to take to tbe woods and 
before July 1862 there was not a dollar 
of coin in circulation- except ou the 
Pacific Coast. In tbe meantime Uncle 
jam was obliged to suspend specie pay- 
nent and prosecuted tbe war to a suc- 
cessful finish with legal tenders, and 
it wai ten years after the war was over 
before Uie bondholders succeeded in 
getting the Resumption Act -through 
Congress. 


Considering our resources and popu- 


lation we are now better able to prose- 
cute a four year's war with legal ten- 
ijre, aud maintain an army of three 
million soldiers in active service, than 
we were to prosecute the war of the 
Rebellion. Bat great as our resources 
are, I defy any champion of the bond- 
holders to show how such a war can be 
auccessfully conducted on a gold basis.
